Dear Larry: 

You indicated that the Pete Smith comments on your catalog of 
the Kuntz collection (Pennywise 11/15/91, p. 350-1) were not sent 
to you in advance of their publication. That does not seem to be 
a desired procedure. 

Under these circumstances I thought some comments on our part 
might be welcome although I'm not a U.S. cent specialist. 

As to Lot 17 I feel you are justified in not giving a grade 
to a deliberately altered coin (tooled). 

As to Lot 20 I too have a nice Smith of Ann Street (whoever 
that was) alteration of a 1793 cent. Apparently the alterer 
sometimes would take a heavily worn 1793 cent and deepen the field 
and shape up the devices and letters. A visible milled or lettered 
edge can determine which cent was so used, whether 1793 or 1794. 

As to Lot 55 a catalog without a typographical error is rarer 
than any coin in it. I presume any cent specialist would know the 
Smith reference without a full citation. 

As to Lot 427 your statement cannot be misinterpreted and is 
clear to everyone. 

As to Lot 527 a planchet clip if used to lower condition is 
perfectly understandable and helps describe the coin. 

As to Lot 857 I feel that rubbing may or may not be from 
circulation, but it certainly is wear. It is as illusory as 
"cabinet friction". Mint State does not really seem appropriate. 

No person is perfect, no catalog is perfect, and almost no 
coin is perfect, but that is the goal.

Pete Smith 


In 1986, Superior produced a catalog for the sale of the Robinson Brown 
collection. This catalog has been recognized as a great improvement over all 
previous sales catalogs. Since then Superior has become the company of choice 
for the sale of important copper collections. Their catalogs have become 
important references studied by collectors. 

In 1991, Superior produced a catalog for the sale of the G. tee Kuntz 
collection. The general format matched their previous catalogs. I was 
disappointed to notice a few problems. I am hoping that calling attention to 
these may help Superior improve their standards for future catalogs. 

Lot 17 is described, "In the very distant past, this coin had the 
sharpness of nearly Extremely Fine..." It has since been buried, corroded, 
and heavily tooled. No net grade is given. This makes me think of a hypo¬ 
thetical description, "In the very distant past this coin had the sharpness of 
MS-65. It has since passed through American commerce until it has acquired 
the wear characteristics of AG-3." 

Lot 20 is described as, "Smith Counterfeit. Made in this case from a 
1793 Sheldon-8..." It has been my understanding that the Smith counterfeits 
were made from 1794 cents. Since the counterfeits were intended to appear 
like 1793 cents, there would have been no point to make them from real 1793 
cents. 


Lot 55 the S-48, "This is listed in Pete Smith's work as VG-108." It is 
always interesting for me to see my name in print. However, there are a 
couple of problems with the reference. The title is not mentioned. Someone 
reading the catalog who was not already familiar with The Story of the Starred 
Reverse Cent would not understand the comment. Someone who owned the book 
would also not understand the comment since I did not use the term VG-108. In 
my book, the Kuntz coin was given the reference number 8B and graded as VG-8. 

Lot 427 is described, "Well struck but obverse is off center." Isn't 
centering part of the strike? 

Lot 577 is described, "MS-60...the quality of a Mint State 63 coin, but 
at K-3 is a planchet clip." It has been my understanding that a planchet clip 
might affect eye appeal or value but does not affect condition. 

Lot 857 is described, "This is a Mint State 65 coin downgraded due to 
carbon spots...and rubbing on both sides." Isn't rubbing still considered a 
sign of circulation? 

Such descriptions might not be remarkable if they appeared in a mediocre 
auction. However, I have come to expect better from Superior. 

In general, the pedigrees are excellent. A few Include excessive 
descriptions. Lot 17 shows, "Superior Stamp & Coin. - Superior Galleries 
11/76:41 - Superior Stamp «t Coin Co., privately." There is a similar descrip¬ 
tion for lot 89. Is it necessary to list Superior three times? Lots 116 and 
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150 have the Kagin name in four straight citations. Lot 131 shows Paramount 
four times. I believe there are brief ways to give the same information. I 
prefer to see "bought in" when a coin doesn't sell. 


THE JOHN J. NICHOLAS, JR. COLLECTION SALE 
John J. Nicholas, Jr. 


As most of you are aware by now, my Newcomb collection will be sold in 
its entirety on January 26-29, 1992 at Superior Galleries, Beverly Hills, 
California. Coin for coin, this is the finest collection of Newcomb middle 
date varieties ever to be auctioned. Of over 140 varieties, 50 are finest or 
tied for finest known; 40 are second or tied for second finest; 30 are third 
or tied for third; and 20 are fourth or fifth finest. 

Some years are complete, with many virtually complete. For example, my 
1816's are complete and were previously C. Douglas Smith's pride and joy. I 
was only able to improve on the 1816 N-9, when I discovered the second-finest 
(which is tied with Clapp-ANS, and exceeded only by French-REN). Consequent¬ 
ly, this set of 1816's represents the combined 30-year efforts of C. D. and me 
to assemble the beBt possible set of that year. 

I could say much more about the collection, but I am sure Del will "say 
it all" in the catalogue. Although I've had to offer my collection for sale 
to support my real estate activities, I nevertheless am not "going away." I 
fully expect to have some fun doing research and writing for a few years until 
my real estate projects mature. 

So in advance, to all you successful purchasers: enjoy them; cuddle 
them late at night; stare admiringly into their faces; give them a "spin" in 
the light and be hypnotized by their blazing, multi-colored aweeomeness! This 
will be a rare chance at such an extensive, quality collection. The time 
between the last two great-quality collections of middle dates was 20 years 
(Helfenstein, 1964—Starr, 1984). It is thus not unreasonable to say that 
this sale may be a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity. 

I've appended to this article a reprint of a 1985 article I wrote for 
P-W . which discussed my efforts at determining "rarity value" multipliers for 
Newcomb middle dates. That article goes on to compare actual prices realized 
at the Starr sale with those calculated using my system. Four main facts 
should be added to that article: 

First, the obvious: "common" base grade prices seven years after Starr 
are 2 to 2.5 times higher, even considering the 20% decline from 1989-90 
market highs. 

Second, by "common" I mean the average of all R1 varieties between 1816 
and 1834, excluding hoard coins. 

Third, certain dates now command a premium, or receive a discount which, 
with the exception of 1821 and 1823, did not exist then. For coins of 1816- 
1835, this amounts to a date premium of 25-50%, depending on the date; cents

Prof. James B. Griffin sent me your letter addressed 
to him. Prof. Griffin and I are working together on anal¬ 
ysis of archaeological artifacts such as those excavated 
from Hopewell Indian Mounds in the St. Louis area. How¬ 
ever, I am mainly doing the coin work alone, with some 
consultation with Prof. T. V. #uttrey and A. Ehrenkreutz. 
Enclosed are a few reprints based on some of these studies. 

Answers to your questions can only be approximate. 

On the basis of the amount of gold impurity in a silver 
coin I can usually tell if the coin was made of modern 
silver since almost all ancient silver has a much higher 
amount of gold impurity. But, I cannot tell the age of 
manufacture. The only way I have at present, of distin¬ 
guishing between cast and struck coins is to rely on the 
visual judgment of Ted Buttrey. However, I am planning 
to Investigate non-destructive X-ray diffraction tech¬ 
niques to see if cast versus struck coins show differ¬ 
ences in X-ray crystal patterns.
